erans, and of the Canadian Legion all 
considered the cheque should have 
been sent to the treasurer of the al- 
liance, and the council of the alliance 
consulted as to the disposition of the 
money. 

Officers of the Amputations Asso- 
ciation and the Sir Arthur Pearson

ITALY’S FINANCES CONTINUE 


TO SHOW STEADY IMPROVEMENT 


Under the Mussolini administration , 
the finances of Italy and the economic 
conditions of the country are steadily 
improving and it is expecteq vhat for 
the first time since the war the budget 
this year will balance and posstbly 
show an excess of receipts above ox- 
perditure. It is eaid that the deficit 
in the budget for the fiscal year which 
ended on June 30th, last, was 418 mil- 
lion lire and that for the current year 
the budget is expected to balance; 
while tor the year 1925-26 revenues 
are expected to exceed expenditures 
by 178 million lire. 

The internal debt “Whe decreased 
from 95,413,000,000 lite i: November 
1928 to 92,2056,000,000 lire in Novem- 
ber 1924, and the floating or danger- 
ous part of the debt decreased from 
36,378,000,000 Lire to 30,688,000,000 
lire. The portion of the floating dent 
represented ‘by circulating notes issued 


the states, showed a decrease of 457 
million lire, a total decrease from the 
méximum of Decomber 1920 of three 
and one half billion Hre. It will be 
nOted that the decrease in the floating 
debt was greater than the decrease in 
the total internal debt, indfeating that 
two things have happened—an actual 
reduction of indebtedness, end a pro- 
ooss of funding the floating devt.

Savings Increase

BRANCH RAILWAY 
| IN NEAR FUTURE 


| Assurance Given That Road is|'" !%°, Sere’ '« 
to be Built From St. Paul to 


| Smoky Lake, Said G. Mills. 


The construction of the proposed 
railway extension from the St, Paut 
branch to the Smoky Lake district ts 
now assured, according to 
Mills, Liberal member for Athabasca, 
who returned from Ottawa last night 
after spending five weeks in the Bast 
with the Alberta railwav delegation 
pressing fer further railway facilities 
for the North. The construction of 
this branch is to be undertaken by the 
Canadian National ratlways. 

This extension will be adout twenty 
miles long and will serve a district 
quite thickly populated, and will be 
the means of rapidly settling up the 
districts adjacen: 


As far as the Peace Riwr railway 
situation is concernes!, an offer has 
been made by the Canadian National 
to take over the Operation of tie 
E. D. and B.C. and it remains for 
Premicr Greenfield who ts now in 


Ottawa to either wecept or turn down 
the proposal. 

Mr. Mills stated that the Jelegation, 
which really consisted of several deie- 
gations all with the same object in 
view consisted of Boards of Trade re- 
presentatives, and representatives 
from the different districts directly in- 
terested. There were also two inem- 
bers of the Alberta legislature. 

Ask Where Smith Is. 

In discussing the attitude of 
officials at Ottawa toward the dele 
tion Mr. Mills suid that he was con- 
stantly being asked why the Hon, Ver- 
nor W. Smith, Alberta minister of 
railways, was not with the deleyauhoa 


the 


and assisting in pressing for claims 
tor northern railways? 

“I could only express my regrets 
that Mr. Smith was not at Ottawa 
with the delegation,’ Mr, Mills said. 


“All that I could say was that L was 
greatly surprised that the Alberta 
Minister of Railways was not there. 
This answer, of course, was always 
somewhat of a surprise tothe varioue 
officials who really expected § that 
when a question of such vital im- 
portance to the public of Alberta was 
considered that the Minister of Tatl- 
ways would at least be present aud 
voice his opinion. Murther than this 
1 have nothing to say on the matter.” 

Mr. Milis stated ibhat he regretud 
very much that he had been unable to 
visit his constituency immediairty 
ufter the session, but his work while 
at Ottawa kept him bnsy every min- 
ute and he was unable to return until 
he had definite assurance that the 
projects for which he was pressing 
tad been approved of by the govern- 
ment and that some acticn would be 
taken. 

“While I was in Ottawa I was able 
to get some action on the question >f 
constructing a wharf at Fort 
Resoluticn,” dir. Mills said “The vot 
for the construction work was passed 
in the estémates of the Department of 
Public Works and a_ construction 
party is already on its way to the 
scene to start work immediately.” 

“The government has u'so promised 
to take immediate steps to remove th 
cbstacles inthe Fort Vermilion chutes, 
so as to make the Peace River nacig- 
able to the far north An appropria- 
tion for the work has already been 
made and a party is to be sent at once 
to look over the ground to determine 
what steps are necessary to bring 
about the desired effect." 

The Fort Vermilion chutes at the 
present time are not navigable for any 
type of vessel. The river at this 
point is a seething mass of water ow- 
ing to the large boulders. With the 
removal of these boulders it will he 
possible to take quite large boats up 
to Fort Smith and this w’:! be a great 
convenience io those living in” these 
parts. The werk of removing the 
boulders wiil probably be undertaken 
this winter, Mr. Mills says. ~~ 

As far as the Peace River railway 
situation is concerned, Mr. Mills is of 
the opinion that the offer by the 
Canadian National railways to tak« 
over the operation of the road and to 
immediately put into effect a reduc- 
tion of rates to the same level as on 
the prairies, is the best proposal that 
has been made thus far and should 
be accepted. Whether or not Premier 
Greenfield is prepared to do this is as 
yet not known. 

In any event the legislature 
have to meet wfhin the next month at 
least and decide upon some definite 
policy and it js expected that the 
question will not be taken up until 
that time at the carliest. 

“The reduction of freight rates on 
the E.D. and B.C. railway would be 
a great help to the farmers of this 
district,"’ says Mr. Milis. “It wouli 
mean a reduction of freight rates 
amounting to about twenty per cen‘. 
and as a result the farmers of the 
North would have just 
more profit on their 
tions. Of course, the final selution 
of the whole question would be a 
coast outlet, but this is not in view 
for the immediate future. As a relief 
measure the offer can hardly be turn. 
ed down.” ;

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AN ABSURD STRIKE POLICY. 


That the Nova Scotia miners made a mistake 
when they decided to depart from defensive 
strike tactics and adopt a policy of aggression 
has been quickly shown. A number of them have 


been arrested for picketing the mines and trying 
to prevent officials of the company keeping the 
pumps going. Hitherto the miners have conduct- 
ed their strike in a way to gain commendation. 
They exercised their undoubted right to stop 
working, but did not seek to destroy the mine 
properties in which they had found employment 
end hope to find it again. Now they are in the 
position of trying to wreck the mines and of defy- 
ing the law which forbids that, 
Those arrested may not be punished heavily 
for the offence; that will perhaps depend upon 
whether the foolish policy of destruction is ad- 
hered to. But defiance of law and attempted 
destruction of property is not a course to win 
popular sympathy, without Which the miners 
families are bound to suffer more than they have 
been suffering. And should the mines be flooded 
how much better will be the chance of getting

ESTABLISHING ORDER IN EGYPT. 


The authorities at Cairo have prosecuted the 
men alleged to have been responsible for the mur- 
der of Sir Lee Stack, with the result that eight of 
them have been sentenced to death. Credit for the 
apprehension and conviction of the guilty ones 18 
not, however, altogether due to the Egyptian 
powers-that-be, for they acted under impulsion 
or compulsion. Following the committal of the 
crime the British Government interpreted for 
Egypt's benefit the terms of the settlement under 
which the land of Pharoah had been given a large 
measure of self-government. The substance of 
the explanation was that Egypt was not entirels 
en independent country, and would not become 
such unless and until it demonstrated a fitness 
for government not as yet apparent 

The Zagloul ministry was forced to resign, 
under suspicion of having been connected with 
the killing of the Sirdar. The succeeding adminis- 
tration might have hunted down the murderers in 
the interests of justice, or as a stroke of polities 
As a matter of fact they did hunt them down be- 
cause they were told that it would be done by 
others if they failed to act. The bomb which killed 
the Sirdar exploded the notion that the Egyptian 
Government was at liberty to govern as it pleas- 
ed, or to mis-govern if it chose. That wiii not be 
pleasant to the Nationalist plotters, but it ought 
to be satisfactory to the Egyptian people, whom 
Britain rescued from former mis-government at 
a heavy price. 


JUNE DAYS HERE AND ELSEWHERE 

Chicago, which seems to be the computing 
headquarters, reports 319 people died from heat in 
the few days ending with Saturday. Most of the 
victims were in the central and eastern States, 


with a minority in Ontario and other eastern 
Provinces. Alberta meanwhile has been having 
the showery June weather that is one of the fac- 
tors in the making of the western crop. So far as 
temperature is concerned the complaint has not 
been that the heat was excessive but that it was 
rather conspicuously absent. 

There have been no frosts in this district, but 
sunshine has not been interspersed with the show- 
ers in the usual way, while the everiings have been 
decidedly chilly. At that, we are getting very 
much the better of the helping from the weatiier 
department. The ground is well soaked and a 
few warm days will start crops of all kinds in 
their great annual speed contest. And if it seems 
unseasonable to have to keep the kitchen fire 
going ona June evening, it is better to sleep 
under a blanket than under the trees—as they 
ere doing in New York, Toronto and countless 
other castern centres. 

No doubt the poet was thinking of sunny days 
when he raved about June days being ‘‘rare.’’ Ss 
far as Albertans are coneerned the East is wel- 
come to all those ‘‘rare’’ days it wants when the 
mercury stands in the nineties. Better the weather 
that makes a crop than the heat that kills. 


THE NORSE CENTENNIAL. 


The 2rrival on this continent of the first party 
of settlers from Norway occurred a century ago. 
To commemorate the event a centennial exhibi 


tion is being held at Minneapolis. Canada, as 
might be expected, is strongly represented, by 
officials, exhibits, and visitors. Colonies of Norse 
folk have been formetl in many parts of the 
Dominion, and their characteristic enterprise, 
industry and thrift have contributed materially 
to the development of the country. Alberta owes 
no small share of the work that has been done 
here, in planting an organized province in the 
wilderness, to hardy migrants from that most 
northerly corner of Kurere. 
Canada has another interest also in the centen- 
nial, It is claimed that the first Norseman to 
reach this continent landed on what is now Cana- 
dian territory. ln the year 1001 Captain Lief Erie- 
#cn is said to have crossed the north Atlantic an 
landed in what is now Cape breton. His reception 
ly all accounts was not cordial, and in any case 
he did not found a settlement. More than four 
‘hundred years elapsed before another European 
tame to these shores, and more than three 
r ved years more before the first party of 
Ni people came to stay, For reasons both sen-

They will be going after more 
of them next winter, with exhibits of stock, grains 
and seeds, and the rest of the continent will have 
to produce something better than it has been | 
doing if they do not sueceéd. The announcement 
ef the Minister is a timely encouragement to the 
farmers of the Province to plan exhibits before- 
hand, and should help to swell the number of 
them who will make a try for the honors at the 
great annual world’s fair. 


CANADA'S ARCTIC ISLANDS. 


Canada lays claim to all islands lying north of 
the Dominion, right up to the pole. This fact was 
re-stated by the Minister of the Interior in Par- 
liament last week. It is not a new departure, but 
the reminder is timely. As the hinterland is un- 
oecupied, explorers of other nationality might con- 
ceivably create a situation in which ownership of 
some of the islands could be claimed, or Canada’s 
sovereignty disputed. To avoid any misunder- 
standing of the kind an amendment is being made 
to the Northwest Territories Act, under whicly 
any foreigner wanting to enter the’ Canadian 
areties will be required to take out a license from 
the Dominion Government. If he takes out such 
license~he will thereby admit Canadian proprie- 
torshiy) of the islands in question. If he goes in 
without a license he will be rounded up by the 
police, who in recent years have established posts 
at strategic points along Baffin Bay and adjacent 
waters. 

Canadians have never set a very high estimate 
ott the worth of these northern insular PoOsses- 
sions, and probably will continue to doubt their 
material value. It will be well, however, to not 
under-rate the importance of those presently use- 
less portions of the earth. The Klondike gold | 
field was discovered in a region that was stppos 
ed to be of little or no account save as a range 
for fur-bearing animals. Within the life-time of 
men now living it was supposed to be impossible 
to grow corn in Iowa on account of the summer 
frosts, yet Iowa grows more corn than any other 
state in the Union. Later on it was doubted that | 
wheat could be grown successfully on the Cana- 
dian prairies, but Peace River long ago demon- 
strated how far astray that early conjecture was 
of the facts. Agricultural possibilities in the Are. | 
tie islands may be set down as non-existent. But 
there are other things of value in this world be- 
side farm products. Some day one of these inae 
cessible plots of ice-girt land may be found to 
cover a mineral worth more than its weight in 
gold. As the islands cost nothing, and are not 
contiguous to any other country, Canada would 
be foolish to not maintain its ownership of them.
